Royal College of Physicians, Browne Medal, 1765, Gold Award by Lewis Pingo, bust of William 
Browne left, rev kneeling figure receives wreath from a seated Apollo, edge named, ‘Frederick 


William Thomas, Trinity College, 1888’, 37mm, 23.06g, in original case of issue (Eimer, Pingo 52; 
BHM 92; E 711; Storer 500). Mint state. £250-300 


Sir William Browne (1692-1774), elected president of the Royal College of Physicians, 1765 


The Surgeons’ Company, Prize Medal, Gold Award, 1768, by Thomas Pingo, the arms of the 
Company, OVA! PROSVNT OMNIBVS ARTES, rev Galen in rocky landscape observes a skeleton, 
47mm, 58.72g (BHM 110; Eimer, Pingo 41). Edge knock by A of QVA, and a little scuffed, good very 


fine. £500-600 


In 1800, the Company of Surgeons was granted a Royal Charter to become The Royal College of Surgeons in London, 
later of England. The origins of the Company date back to 1368 when those practising in the City were licensed to form 
a Guild of Surgeons. Galen (130-200), was a Greek physician, anatomist, physiologist, philosopher, and lexicographer, 
and probably the most influential physician of all time. The reverse design is after an engraving by J van der Gucht, the 
younger. 


Royal Society of Arts Gold Medal, 1794, by Thomas Pingo, Britannia seated left, with spear and 
shield, is conferred with honours by the standing figures of Mercury, as Commerce, and 
Minerva, as the Arts, rev an engraved inscription within and around a tied wreath TO THE 
REVD. CHARLES HOPE MDCCXCIV. 150,000 MIXED TIMBER TREES PLANTED, 44mm (MI 684/401; 
E 648; Eimer, Pingo 9). Extremely fine and very rare in gold. £800-1200 


University of London, Prize Medal, heavy Gold Award [1857], by B Wyon, arms of the University, 
rev named around and within wreath, ‘John Simmonds, Doctor of Law, 1857, 44.5mm, 101.38g. The 
obverse and part reverse with matt surface, extremely fine. £650-750 


Harrow School, The Richard Gregory Medal, 1838, Gold Award, by William Wyon, facade of the 
“Old Schools” building, rev legend in eight lines within wreath, edge named, ‘Sidneius Graves 
Hamilton, 1873’, 45.5mm, 61.66g, in original case of issue (JT 73a). Mint state, a most handsome 
architectural medal. £550-650 


Sydney Graves Hamilton went on to build the manor of Kiftsgate, deep in the Cotswolds, between 1887-1891. Already the 
owner of the manor of Mickleton, Hamilton took the unusual step of removing the Georgian facade of Mickleton and 
transporting it up the hill to his new house at Kiftsgate, with the aide of a purpose-built light railway. 


The University College, London, Prize Medal, 1827, Gold Award, Minerva seated to left, holding 
wreath, rev named within wreath, ‘A. H. Carter, Medical Jurisprudence, 1869-70, 38mm, 32.51¢. A 
little scuffed, nearly extremely fine. £220-260 


Medical Society of London, Gold Fothergill Medal, 1835, by J Vining, awarded to George 
Mootr.... (? name partly defaced), bust of Dr Fothergill right, rev snake entwines altar tended 
by Hygiea, 45mm, 103.4g approx (Medicina in Nummis 362), with suspension bar and black 


silk neck ribbon, in contemporary red leather case. Apart from the edge erasure, good very fine, 
rare. £1200-1500 


The East India College, Haileybury, Prize Medal, Gold Award, helmeted (this with elephant design) 
head of Minerva right, rev within wreath, IN DISCIPL. JVB. PVB. ANGLIC., 37mm, 30.298 (Pud -). 
Possibly once named, the edge marked though bright, otherwise extremely fine. £220-260 


The English Jersey Cattle Society, Gold Medal, 1883, an unissued un-named medal, the head of a 
Jersey cow to right, rev blank for naming, wreath around, 44.5mm, 60.94¢. Very fine, though small 
edge knock on rev. between 9 and 10 o'clock. £450-550

A collection of 21 Nineteenth Century forgeries of mediaeval pilgrim badges in lead, in the form 
of framed heads and single and multiple figures, some armoured, some with religious 
symbolism. Some fractures and light oxidation, an interesting group. (21) £1000-1200 


found during renovations at Wymering Manor, the oldest house in Portsmouth, which has a reputation for ghosts and 
paranormal events 


Henry VII (1485-1509) 

Elizabeth of York (1466-1503), Queen of England, Silver Medal, by Loos, bust three-quarters left 
wearing embroidered dress, headdress and ornate necklace, rev the two roses of York and Lancaster, 
entwined, 39mm (MI 22/5). Good very fine. £100-120 


This attractive medal, which was struck in the early 19" Century, was commissioned by one Mr Thane who felt that Elizabeth 
of York, who married Henry VII in 1483, deserved to be included in Dassier’s set of English monarchs. The marriage joined 
the houses of York and Lancaster, ending the Wars of the Roses and creating the Tudor rose. 


Mary (1553-1554) 

The Restoration of Roman Catholicism to England, Copper Medal, 1554, by G Cavino, bust of Pope 
Julius II, Monte (1550-1555), right, rev Philip and Mary watch as the Pope raises the figure of Britain, 
46mm, an early 19" century restitution (MI 70/15; Linc 553, illustrated). Extremely fine. £40-60 


James I (1603-1625) 

Elizabeth of Bohemia, Countess Palatine, daughter of James I, Marriage to Frederick, Count Palatine, 
Silvered-lead “Squeeze” or Cliché, 1613, bust almost full-face, her hair high, wearing elaborate 
bejewelled dress, necklace, legend neatly around, ELIZABETHA. FIL: IA: RE:MAG: BRIT: FRA: ET: HI: 
VX: PRIN: FRE: 5: COM: PAL: EL: DV: BA., 42.5mm x 37mm (MI 203/35). Good very fine, toned and 
extremely rare. £200-250 


Elizabeth of Bohemia, Countess Palatine, daughter of James I, oval Silver Badge, c.1619, by 
Christian Maler, bust of the youthful Elizabeth right her hair tied, wearing a small crown and 
jewelled necklace, loosely draped around the shoulders, her breasts naked with ornate bodice 
below, QVAE SIM POST TERGA VIDEBIS, rev a skeleton stands by a table holding an hour glass, SIC. 
NVNC. PVLCHERRIMA QVONDIAM, and below table, CVM PRIVIL: CAES, and signed C.M., 36mm x 
30mm (BDM III, 541,2, illustrated). Has been mounted, only fine but very rare and a most sensative 
portrait. £250-350 


Charles I (1625-1649) 

Francis Bacon, Lord Verulam (1561-1626), Copper Tribute Medal, by J Dassier, bust three-quarters 
right, rev Aurora, 43mm, Charles [, Copper Memorial Medal, by J Dassier, from the series of Kings 
and Queens, 41mm; Patrick Hamilton (1502-1528), Scottish Martyr, cast Silver Medal, by J Dassier, 
from the Series of Reformers, 28mm (MI 245/14, 353/212; 32/19; Eisler 267/2; 262/27; 192/5). Last 
very fine, other two better. (3) £60-80 


The Birth of Prince Charles, Silver Medalet, 1630, cross of four shields, rev legend in tablet, 30mm 
(MI 253/34); Birth of the Young Pretender, Satirical Bronze Medal, 1720, bed with canopy, rev legend, 
34mm (MI -; Woolf 39.1a). Both fine, the latter a contemporary cast of a very rare medal. (2) £50-70 


Charles I, Silver Portrait Medallion, c.1642, in the style of Claude Warin, bust right wearing lace 
collar over armour, two sashes, one with Garter George, his hair long with lovelock over his left 
shoulder, rev Aurora in her chariot drawn by a winged horse, VIRTVTIS FORMAQ PRA:VIA, 70mm, 
suspension ring at top (MI 292/107). Good very fine and extremely rare. £1500-2000 


This medal was originally known only from the specimen in the collection of Edward Pretty (see MI), and which came to light 
when sold in the Hever Castle Collection sale (Sotheby, 15 June, 1969). Mark Jones does not attribute the medal in BMC French 
Medals, however a note in his hand was sold with the only other specimen known to the cataloguers to come on the ma rket, 
Papillon Collection, Bonhams, 25 March, 1998, lot 24. The note stated, “It seems likely that it is a relatively early Ee pr yssibly 
17" century”. The reverse of the medal is a direct copy of Trezzo’s medal of Ippolita di Ferdinando Gonzaga (Kress 438).

Charles I, Royalist Badge, an oval Silver Badge, by Thomas Rawlins, large bust left with lovelock 
falling over lace collar, rev crowned shield of arms within Garter, 34mm x 23.5mm (MI 361/234; MI 


pLXXXIL, 12). Good fine, very rare. £150-200 


Commonwealth (1649-1660) 

Oliver Cromwell, The Battle of Dunbar, small Silver Medal, 1650, by Thomas Simon, an early 18" 
century restrike of the obverse only, bust left, THE LORD OF HOSTS ..., 24mm x 21mm (MI 391/13, 
and footnote). Very fine. £100-120 


William II of Orange (1625-1650), Death, and his mother Princess Mary, a Gilt Pewter cast of P van 
Abeele’s medal, 1650, bust of each, he three-quarters right wearing Garter George, she left, 64mm 
(MI 393/17; vL IL, 340). Of uncertain age, good fine. £50-70 


William died of smallpox in 1650, 8 days before his son William was born. The son, as William III, was elected to his 
father's office of Stadtholder in 1672, aged 22. He married Princess Mary, daughter of James I] and Anne Hyde, and 
was to become William III. 


Admiral Martin Harpertzoon Tromp (1597-1653), death in action, a cast Bronze Medal, by Jan 
Livens (?) and D van Riswick, bust almost full-face, rev Naval battle, 54mm, a solid cast of uncertain 
age with integral but unpierced suspension loop (MI 404/36; vL IL, 364). Very fine. £120-150 


Prince William, later King William HI, White Glass Portrait, 1654, by James Tassie (1735-1799), 
after Pieter van Abelee, c.1780, bust of William III as a child, three-quarters right wearing, over 
a lace cap, a hat decorated with ribands and jewels, border of laurel and orange, WILHELMVS 
III D.G. PRINCEPS ARAVS ..., 65mm (cf. MI 417/55; van Loon, II, 375). Nearly extremely fine and 
most attractive. £80-120

Charles IT (1660-1685) 

Charles II, Restoration Badge, a small oval Silver Badge [1660], crowned bust left, CAROLVS 
SECVNDVS, rev two angels support a crown, stamped in imitation of engraving, 22.5mm x 17mm, 
suspension loop and ring (MI 439/7, illustrated). Obverse fine, reverse very fine. £120-150 


Charles II, The Embarkation at Scheveningen, large hollow Silver Medal, 1660, by Peter van Abeele, 
bust almost full-face, his hair long and falling over armour, wearing the Garter George from a 
heavy chain, rev Fame with trumpet flies over the Fleet, the Royal George to the centre, 70mm (MI 
455/44; vL IL, 462; MH 42). Very fine, some slight staining to obverse. £400-600 


Coronation 1661, the official Gold Medal, by Thomas Simon, crowned bust of the King right, rev 
Peace crowns the enthroned King, 29mm, 12.43g (MI 472/76). Nearly very fine, has been mounted with 
damage to top edge and somewhat scuffed. £300-400 


Charles II, Marriage, “The Golden Medal”, complimentary Silver Medal, 1662, by John Roettier, 
laureate bust of the King to right, rev bust of the Queen right, loosely draped, a lovelock falling to 
her shoulder, 43mm.(MI 489/111). Very fine. £200-250 


Thomas Wriothesley, Fourth Earl of Southampton (1607-1667), Silver Restitutional Medal, 1664, by 
Stuart after Thomas Simon, bust left wearing cap and gown, his hair over his collar, rev THOMAS 
COMES SOVTHAMPTONIA ..., 45mm (cf MI 502/137). Nearly extremely fine. £120-150

Charles II, The Battle off Lowestoft, Naval Reward, Silver Medal [1665], by John Roettier, 
laureate bust right, hair short, wearing loose mantle, rev the King as a Roman General stands 
on the shore reviewing his fleet, PRO TALIBVS AVSIS, 62mm (MI 503/139; MH 52). Nearly 
extremely fine. £350-400 


The medal was struck to be presented to those of the rank of Captain and above, who had fought at the battle. It was undated 
so that it could be used again “for any such enterprise”. 


Christ's Hospital, Nautical School, Silver Badge, 1673, by John Roettier, Mercury with the figures of 
Astronomy and Arithmetic stand around a Bluecoat boy, 83mm, including outer edge, the outer 
rim with eight piercings for attachment (MI 557/218; Grimshaw 1). Very fine. £120-150 


William III of Orange, Marriage to Princess Mary, Silver Medal, 1677, by N Chevalier, busts of 
each to right and left, he with long hair falling over armour, lace cravat, she with hair tied back, 
a love-lock on her shoulder, wearing pearl necklace, 41mm (MI 568/235; vL III, 222). Extremely 
fine. £250-300 


This medal was the inspiration for Hautsch’s Coronation medal, see lot 1444 


The Murder of Sir Edmund Berry Godfrey (1621-1678), Silver-gilt Medal, 1678, by G Bower, bust of 
Godfrey right, two hands strangle him with his cravat, rev a double, reversible, head of the Pope 
and Devil, lettered edge, 37.5mm. The gilding contemporary and light, very fine. £120-150 


James II (1685-1688) 

Queen Mary of Modena, the Official Silver Coronation Medal, by J Roettier, laureate bust right, rev 
the Queen seated on a mound, O DEA CERTE, 33mm (MI 606/7). An attractive example, nearly 
extremely fine. £120-150 


James II, The Throne Protected, Silver Medal 1685, by G Bower, laureate bust of the King right, hair 
long falling over mantle, rev an angel protects the Crown which is placed on a State chair, 
TUTAMEN AB ALTO, 43.5mm (MI 611/18). Nearly extremely fine, rare. £300-350 


The Religious State of England, Pewter/White Metal Medal, 1688, struck in Holland, perhaps 
by J Smeltzing, a pedestal with dove, chalice and mitre at its base, LIBERTAS CONSCIENTIA. ..., 
rev a dog wearing a rosary, RES IMODERATA CUPIDO EST, 57mm (MI 620/35). Very fine and 
extremely rare. £80-100 


James II and Queen Mary, The Spanish Wreck Recovered, Silver Medal, 1687, by George Bower, 
conjoined busts right, he laureate, his hair falling over armour, rev the salvage operation, with the 
main ship and rowing boats, 54.5mm (MI 619/33; MH 59; Betts 67). Very fine, though at one time 
cleaned and somewhat scuffed. £200-300 


A [somewhat distressed] hand written letter from George C Brooke at the British Museum, dated 19th June 1923, to one 
Sanderson G Budd, is sold with the lot. 


Archbishop Sancroft and the Seven Bishops, Silver Medal, 1688, by George Bower, bust of Sancroft 
right, wearing cap and robes, rev medallion portraits of the bishops around that of the Bishop of 
London, plain edge, 51mm (MI 622/37). Very fine. £120-150 


Archbishop Sancroft and the Seven Bishops, cast Silver-gilt Medal, 1688, by George Bower, a similar 
medal to previous lot, 50mm (MI 622/37). Contemporary gilding of good quality, very fine. £80-120 


The Church and the Seven Bishops, cast Silver Medal, 1688, by George Bower, a Jesuit priest anda 
Monk dig to undermine the church, rev medallion portraits of the bishops around that of the Bishop 
of London, 58.5mm (MI 625/42; Fearon, D “Seven Bishops on Trial”, The Antique Collector, July 
1987, 44/19). Some light tooling, very fine and scarce. £150-200 


The church very much in the image of the old St. Paul’s Cathedral and still [1688] a very recognisable landmark.

James IL, an oval Silver Memorial Portrait Cliché, 1688, by John Roettier, his laureate bust right, 
hair long and over the shoulder, wearing armour with a lion shoulder-plate, and a mantle tied 
at the left shoulder, dated on truncation “88”, legend around, + [ACOBVS. II. D:G: MAG: BRIT: ER: 
Bib NB NAT OCI 17.33, OB oEP: 4) 1700. ZETAT. 67. 95mm. x 81mm, contained in an early 
20" century green velvet lined, maroon leather fitted case, stamped in gilt with crown and 
“JAMES II ~ SILVER PLAQUE” (MI 215/538; MI pL.CXIIL 5; H. Farquhar, Portraiture of our Stuart 
Monarchs on their Coins and Medals, British Numismatic Journal, vol. VI, 1910, pp.276-277, 
illustrated). Good very fine and excessively rare. £1200-1500 


Helen Farquhar, writing in 1910, knew of two specimens in silver, one of which did not carry the date of the King’s 
death. Medallic Illustrations [1885] attributed the cliché to Norbert Roettier on account of other similar pieces (see the 
following two lots), but the “88” date on the truncation is certainly more indicative of John Roettier.

William III, The Peace of Ryswick, oval Silver Portrait Cliché, 1697, by James Roettier, his 
laureate bust right, hair long and over the shoulder, wearing armour with lace collar below 
which rests the Garter George, a loose mantle also around the shoulders, dated on truncation 
“1697”, legend around, GVLIEL: III. D.G. MAG: BR: FRA: ET. HIB: REX. CONSPIRATIO. DETECTA:, 
and inner legend above head, PAX. EST. CONCLVSA., 86mm x 71mm, in Victorian / Edwardian 
frame for suspension (MI -; MI pl.CLXXXHI, 6; H. Farquhar, Portraiture of our Stuart Monarchs 
on their Coins and Medals, British Numismatic Journal, vol.VU, 1911, pp.260-261). The cliché a 
little crimped, but good very fine and of exceptional rarity. £1200-1500 


Three treaties were signed at Ryswick on the 20th September, 1697, securing peace between Louis XIV of France on the 
one side, and on the other William II of Orange (acting for Great Britain), the United Provinces of the Low Countries, 
and Charles II of Spain. These treaties concluded the War of the League of Augsburg which had been fought for the 
previous eight years. The text for the MI plate suggests that the piece also commemorates the Failure and Detection of 
the Assassination Plot 

Helen Farquhar records this piece [p. 256] as being by an “unknown hand”, however in Medallic Illustrations [MI 
219/544] it is attributed to Norbert Roettier. Since Norbert Roettier had left England by 1697, and because James 
Roettier tended to work in low relief, she attributes this piece to the latter. She also implies that her specimen “recently 
... acquired” [1911] is unique.

Roettier, her bust right, hair tied 
behind with lovelocks on her shoulder, wearing a pearl necklace and earring, her mantle with 
embroidered edge, ANNA. DEI. GRATIA. MAG: BRIT: FRA: ET. HIB: REGINA. + INAUGVRAT. XXIII. 
AP. MDCCIL+, 95mm x 78mm, in later, but probably still 18" century, glazed turned mahogany 
frame (MI 231/11; MI pl.CXV, 13; H. Farquhar, Portraiture of our Stuart Monarchs on their Coins 
and Medals, British Numismatic Journal, vol.X, 1914, pp.219-221). Good very fine, though deeply 
toned, extremely rare. £1000-1200 


Helen Farquhar ends her study of these pieces by expressing her opinion that the most likely medallist to have made 
them was John Roettier. The relief on this piece is higher than on the previous two. She also points out the similarity of 
this portrait to that which appeared on two early medals [Cities Captured by Marlborough and Queen Anne and 
Prince George], by John Croker, on which a virtually identical image is reduced, reversed and reproduced.

William and Mary (1688-1694) 

Coronation 1689, the official Gold Medal, by J Roettier, conjoined busts right, he laureate, rev Jove 
thunders against Phaeton, falling from his chariot, NE TOTVS ABSVMATVR, 35mm, 17.72g (MI 
662/25; vL IL, 379). A well-handled medal, knock / test-mark at 5 o'clock, good fine. £200-300 


Coronation 1689, Silver Medal, by G Hautsch and [edge] L G Lauffer, laureate busts of each to 
right and left, he laureate, hair long over armour, wearing lace cravat, she with hair tied back 
wearing pearl necklace and loose gown, lettered edge, CORONAT ..., 40mm (MI 666/35). 
Extremely fine. £180-220 
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Coronation 1689, cast Silver Medal, by G Bower, conjoined busts right, he laureate, rev the King 
and Queen enthroned beneath canopy, a large crown held over them, 53mm (MI 668/38). Very 
fine. £80-120 


Coronation 1689, large Silver Medal, struck in Holland, busts of William and Mary vis-a-vis within 
wreath of roses, Crown and Sceptres above, rev an Orange Tree grows from the spot where an oak 
lies up-rooted, MELIOREM LAPSA LOCAVIT, 63mm (MI 668 / 39; vL HL, 379). Several slight edge knocks, 
pleasant very fine and very rare. ; £1 80-220 


The Throne Declared Vacant, Pewter /White Metal Medal, 1689, by Jan Smeltzing, a bear [James II], 
having knocked over a hive, is stung by bees, rev a bear with Jesuits cap pulled on a lead, FORTEM 
VIS FORTIOR URGET, 48mm (MI 656/16); William III, The Assassination Plot, Pewter /White Metal 
Medal, 1696, busts of Louis XIV and James II right, rev James IL, Louis XIV and Father Petre within 
enclosure, 43mm (MI 151/141). Both fine and very rare. (2) £80-100 


Mary, Regent, 1690, and Death, 1695, a pair of Copper Medals, by James and Norbert Roettier, both 
bust right, rev full moon shines on landscape and rev legend, SVBLATAM EX OCVLIS ..., both 
49.5mm (MI 704/111; 111/343). Latter very fine, first better. (2) £80-120 


William II, The Deventer Testimonial [Tribute to William III's policies in Ireland], Silver Medal, 
1691, by Jan Luder, bust of William III to right, with mantle draped over armour, GVILIELMVS 
MAGNUS, rev the King as a Roman general holds a standard, raises the kneeling figure of Hibernia, 
behind two female figures, a Genius and Deventer, HIBERNIA SURGE, and in exergue, DEVEN. F. F. 
CVR. L.M and date, lettered edge, SPONSOR. SECVRITATIS. PVBLICAE., 47mm (MI 48 / 237). Good very 
fine and very rare. £400-500 


MI records that the medal, with its fine profile bust of the King, was struck at the Deventer mint at the expense of Peter 
Sluysken, the Master, and presented to the town magistrates. 


Wilham III, The French Coast Bombarded, Wooden Draughtsman, 1694, William III as Jupiter 
standing, IOVI TONANTI, rev ships bombard coast, 56mm (MI 98/323; E 358; MH 113; vL IV, 167). A 
good dark colour, extremely fine. £100-150 


A squadron under Sir Cloudsley Shovel bombarded Dunkirk and Calais and several other places. 


Queen Mary, Death 1695, Silvered Copper Memorial Medal, by Jan Luder, bust right, loosely 
draped, wearing diadem and pearls in hair, rev Wisdom, Piety and Constancy standing before a 
funeral sarcophagus, QVANDO VLLAM IN-VENIENT PAREM., dated in exergue, 59.5mm (MI 112/345). 
Extremely fine and rare. £150-200 


William III (1694-1702) 

William III, Namur Retaken, Silver Medal, 1695, by Georg Hautsch, Hercules holds two shields 
with medallic portraits of William LI and Maximilian Emanuel of Bavaria, rev panorama of Namur, 
cannons fire from citadel, NON AVRO ..., lettered edge with chronogrammatic date, 45mm _ (MI 
139/395; vL IV, 203).

Joseph-Land named for their Emperor. The ship was abandoned in the pack ice. The expedition moved on sledges to 
go further north, then to open water, and used boats to reach the Black Cape of Novaya Zemlya, where they were 
rescued by a Russian schooner Nikolaj, under Captain Feodor Veronin, and taken to Norway, from where they 
eventually returned to Vienna.

Absentee bids left with Baldwin’s Auctions are 
executed by the auctioneer against all other bidders. 
Participants should supply their highest bid for each 
lot. Lots will be purchased as cheaply as possible 
against all competition. Absentee bidders will not be 
contacted prior to the auction if their top bid has been 
exceeded. Bidding begins below the low estimate and 
if yours is the only bid you will win the lot for the 
opening price no matter what your top bid may be. In 
the event of identical absentee bids, the earliest 
received will take priority.
